REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account o£ the 
Royal University op Ireland, for the Year ended 31st March 1906 ; prepared 
and submitted for the information of the House of Commons, in pursuance of the 
Royal University of Ireland Act, 1881 (44 & 45 Viet. c. 52, s. 2). 


By Chapter VII. of the Amended Statutes of the University it was provided that 
■the cost of administration during any one year should not exceed 5,500Z. Under a 
resolution of the Senate of 27th July 1905, which was approved by Royal Warrant 
of 16th September 1905, this limit was raised to 6,000 1. In reply to an enquiry, I 
am informed by the Accounting Officer that this Royal Warrant had not been laid 
before Parliament in accordance with Clause LI of the Charter of the University, 
but that steps are now being taken to secure its presentation. The total expenditure 
on this service during the year ended 31st March 1906 was 5,698Z. 17s. 2d. 

There are no other points on the accounts which call for comment.
